When the special House 
committee investigating the ballot-box 
forgery met this morning, Maj. Mosley of 
Cincinnati was placed upon the stand. 

Maj. Mosley testified to receiving let- 
ters from various persons recommending 
Wood for the position of smoke inspector, 
One letter was frem Gov. Foraker, who 
stated that he had promised to indorse 
Wood’s application if he promised him 
(Foraker) certain political information 
about prominent men. 


garding Wood, was recalled, and said that 
aiter Wood’s first visit to Washington he 
got several letters from Wood about a 
patent cannon in which Gov. Campbell was 
supposed to be interested, and from the 
Congressional Record witness obtained 
copies of all of Campbell’s bills and the gun 
patent. The latter had been läsued to one 
es, and three-quarters had been as- 
ed to B. E. Campbell-of Hamilton, O.

On Sunday morning Wood 
brought the Cincinnati papers, and after 
looking at them seemed much excited.

THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 


The consular service of the United 
States is at present the only depart- 
ment of large-paying patronage out- 
side the civil service laws. A Wash- 
ington dispatch announces that the 
State Department is understood to 
have recommended to the President 
that the system of civil service exam- 
ination be extended to the applicants 
for position in the consular service. 
The pressure for appointments in the 
serviee has been so intense that the 
Secretary of State and his chief assist- 
ants have absolutely found it neces- 
sary to vacate their own desks aud 
conceal themselves elsewhere in order 
to discharge the necessary routine du- 
ties of the positions free from the in- 
terruption of office-seekers. Mr. 
Walker Blaine is reported as having 
spoken as follows on this subject, afew. 
weeks before hisdeath:

holders, and ignoring the just claims of 
others.

cases where young Americans desire to 80 
abroad as dipiomatic representatives of the 
United States.

WORKING FORCES BADLY ORIP- 
PLED BY “LA GRIPPER” 


Forty ‘Southern Pacific’ Employes 
Down with It—Diflficulty About 
Manning Trains—A Kick About 
the ‘Scott-Marble Franchise — 
Orange Trains. 


If there is not a check put on la 
grippe in this city soon, there will be 
considerable trouble in getting trains 
out of this vity, as it seems to have 
taken a particular fancy to railroad 
men. Yesterday 40 of the Soythern 
Pacific’s men were reported on the 
sick list, and a majority of them are 
seriously sick. The company experi- 
enced considerabie trouble in getting 
men to fake the trains out yesterday, 
and five or six men who should have 
been in bed were compelled to go with 
their trains, for the reason that sub- 
stitutes could not be found. The 
disease seems to have a particular 
liking for persons Who are exposed to 
the night air, and a majority of the 
brakemen on all the roads are more or 
less affected. 

Messrs. Wade and Hynes of the 
Santa Fé, who have been confined to 
their houses during the past week, 
were at their posts of duty yesterday. 
Both gentlemen have been very sic 
but they do not look much the worse 
for the experience they have had. 
There is one strange thing about the 
disease; it seems to leave the patient 
as suddenly as it attacks him, and 
leaves him in about the condition it 
finds him.

The Street Committee sees 
to it that the work of street improve- 
ment is properly carried on, and when 
the services of an engineer are re- 
quired, one is called in and paid by the 
job. The local physicians appreciate 
the value of the advertising they re- 
ceive when filling the position of 
Health Officer and the advantages, 
accruing from such advertising. The 
result is they pull the ropes to 
secure the appointment to the posi- 
tion, although no salary attaches to it. 
We have a fire marshal and an ussist- 
ant marshal, but they receive no pa 
for their services.

IN NEW MEXICO, 


And Their Heroic Successors— 
Father Eschallier's Terrible Ex- 
perionce and Wonderful Es- 
cape.

American history which I hope to live 
to see in priut— for we have none now 
—a history which shall be able to grasp 
the fact that the American continent 
has a heart as well as an Atlantic 
cuticle; which shall realize that there 


is a West, and was one long before 


there was an East; which shall so far 


_. pscape the ignorance of prejudice as to 


admit the fact that the Anglo-Saxon 
played a very squeaky second fiddle in 
pioneering in the new world—in such 
u history there will be no more thrill- 
ing record than that of the now un- 
written heroism of the Catholic mis- 
sionaries to the Southwest. Heroism 
outside my creed is just as heroic as 
heroism within it; and it must be a 
very bigoted and narrow-gauge Chris- 
tian or freethinker who cannot admire 
that almost unparalleled story of de- 
votion, of dauntless courage, super- 
human endurance and boundless faith. 
No other church ever made such 
a record as that of Rome 
has carved in the flinty bosom of the 
Southwest. The labors of Father 
Junipero Serra-and other Franciscans 
on the coast, nearly a couple of centu- 
ries later, were heroic, but in no way 
comparable to the incredible achiev- 
ments of the devoted frases who pene- 
trated and subdued the inzomparable 
deserts of the Southwest, with their 
ferocious, savage tribes. . It was a 
—- priest who discovered New 
exico and Arizona, a long, long life- 
time before an Anglo-Saxon had so 
much as seen the Atlantic Coast of the 
new world; and long before the Pil- 
grim Fathers held services on the shore 
of New England, Catholic fathers 
were converting dusky congregations 


in little mud chapels in the very heart which is now part of the later history | Hime Hote 


of the continent. In heroism and de- 
votion they ranked with the early 
martyrs; and too frequently, too, in 
_their sufferings. Hundreds of them 
~ Watered the bare, brown soil with their 
blood. In one day alone, in the 
red insurrection of 1680, twenty-one 
riests were butchered by the swarthy 
nsurgents, in nearly as many localitfes 
in New Mexico. The main line of 
Spanish colonization was, of course, 
ong the valley of the Rio Grande; but 
the padres were everywhere. Unarmed 
and alone they penetrated to the Moqui 
pueblos, 300 miles west; to Zufli, to 
Acoma, and established their lonely 
missions. They had a different people 
to deal with from those whom Serra 
found in California in 1759—a wild, 
savage-hearted, treacherous race of 
idolaters. They built no such noble 
as our coast missions; but their 
ittle box churches of stone and adobe 
were part ofa grander monument, of 
which with more than its classic per- 
_ tinence may be said, If you seek their 
monument, look around you.“ They

And it was no ephemeral 


were a score of churches. And while 
the military influence of Spain, in what 
is now the United States, lies forgot- 
ten under the dust of centuries, its re- 
ligious influence is the ruling power to- 
day in an enormous area. For what 
we have of the history of the first-set- 
tled pormen of our country, we are 
very largely indebted, also, to these 
old padres, whose church records, re- 
ports, letters and narrations are of 
priceless value to the student. 

With the disappearance of the Fran- 
ciscans and other priestly brother- 
hoods, and the occupation of the coun- 
try by the secular priesthood, matters 
have changed but little, The spirit ef 
the martyrs is less tested, but it is still 
here. There are hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of —. in the deeper recesses 
of the uthwest whose privations, 
hardships and dangers, whose courage 
and self-sacrifice and devotion might 
put many a more famous hero of Chris- 
tendom to the blush; and they are 
never heard of. Whata chronicle it 

would be, could one record their col- 
lective stories! 

Of later years there have been un- 
doubtedly more bad priests than in the 
more heroic days. Isolated as they 
were, with dangers largely past, now 
and then one became a backslider. Our 
own funny, fat Father Perron, a globu- 
lar Frenchman, who used to be sta- 
tioned here, fell from grace by the 
black eyes of a pretty sefiorita, and 
was dropped from the church. Father 
Navet, too, of Pefia Blanca—the hand- 
somest man, I think, lever saw—fell 
madly in love with a girl of his flock— 
not a particularly pretty girl, either— 
set his books and church affairs in 
order 1 7 and ran away and 
married his querida in El Paso. Before 
the late Bishop Lamy came—he was the 
first bishop here—things were. in bad 

- shape; and emissaries from the home 
fold, who came out to look up the New 
Mexico priesthood, took back a sad 
blacklist of unlawful toddlers. But, 
after all, the black sheep were very 
few—no more than one finds in any 
ministry—and the overwhelming ay- 
erage was that of noble and conscien- 
tious work. And it was not—and is 
not—so easy to be good as in some 
more favored’ parish. For thorough 
cheerlessness of every day, with fre- 
quent hardships and dangers, com- 
mend me to the life of the average 
New Mexico priest. The few in Santa 
Fé and Albuquerque have endurable 
surroundings; but those in the outly- 
ing parishes have little indeed save 
what they can made for themselves.

They are dangerous gente.“ But Father 
Brun did torbid them, and denounced 
them, and preached against them.

They never did whip themselves in 
that church again, and his steadfast 
opposition did much to weaken the 
barbarous order round about. In fact, 
it is solely through the efforts of such 
unpretentious heroes of the priesthood 
that this blot on civilization has been 
driven to its last ditch. They have 
never had a finger’s help from civil 
legislation or authority, territorial or 
governmental; and as for the 
Protestant missionaries out here 
they never could have stopped it} 
in a thousand years—even if they had 
not been looking out for their precious 
skins too assiduously ever to make an 
effort. This is the unvarnished truth. 
I have very little sympathy with the 
Catholics in many things, but their 
work here commands the sincere re- 
spect aud admiration of every honest 
man; and as missionaries, it is a part 
of the world’s history that they are the 
most persevering, daring and effective. 

I have spoken—not always flatter- 
ingly—of our present Isleta priest, 
Padre Eschallier, He is hard-headed 
but soft-hearted. If he lacks judg- 
ment he is full of the courage of his 
convictions; and to balance what I may 
have told to his detriment in your esti- 
mation, let me relate an episode 
wherein he showed his better side and 
approved himself the strong character 
he is. Had he been less hard-headed. 
he would not be here today. From 
broad forehead to full occiput it is 
ghastly with a dozen of the most 
frightful scars that a living man ever 
carried. That any one of those wounds 
should not have killed him was little 
short of miraculous. That was the 
time when the reverend cabeza was 
dura to some purpose. The story, 


of New Mexico, reads like a romance. 

In 1881 Father Eschallier—after long 
and dangerous service among the 
Apaches in Arizona—was parish priest 
at Las Cruces, N. M., on the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad to the 
south of here. Pedro Garcia, one of 
the wealthy Mexican rascals unfortun- 
ately so common and so influential in 
this Territory; was the amo of that 
section. Having put away his lawful 
| wife, he wished to marry his paramour, 
and demanded that Father Eschallier 
perform the ceremony. But I can- 
not,” protested the padre. ‘You 
know the church does not permit a 
man to remarry while his wife lives, 
divorced or not.“ But Garcia insisted; 
and, when the father held his ground. 
threatened his life, and finally hired 
two notorious Mexican desperadoes to 
kill him.
